An examiner’s amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

Cancel claims 1-18 and 44-46. 

The following changes to the drawings have been approved by the examiner and 
agreed upon by applicant: Figures 1-9 contain handwritten text, which is hard to understand. 
The application being allowed, formal drawings are required. In order to avoid abandonment 
of the application, applicant must make these above agreed upon drawing changes. 

The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 19, 29, 35, and 41: 

Culbert, US Patent No. 5,557,777, teaches similar method steps, system means, and 
code devices recited in the independent claims. However, Culbert’s invention solves 
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problems associated with volatile memory (column 2, line 63 - column 3, line 26, Fig. 5), as 
opposed to the current application, which is directed towards non-volatile memory operation 
(as indicated in claims 19, 29, 35, and 41). 

Levidow et al., US Patent No. 7,028,172, teaches a method and a system for obtaining 
shutdown information for a computer indicating the reason and reasons for the shutdown and 
storing that information in a log file (Abstract, lines 1-7, FIG. 7). However, Levidow does not 
teach determining when the memory system has previously undergone a normal power down 
process and performing a first process on the non-volatile memory when it is determined that 
the memory system has not previously undergone a normal power down process to ready the 
non-volatile memory for use. 

Applicant’s admitted prior art teaches executing a scandisk procedure regardless of 
“normal: or “abnormal” power down, causing inefficient system operation (page 2, line 24 - 
page 3, line 15). 

The prior art of record, fails to disclose or suggest all the subject matter of claims 19, 
29, 35, and 41, including a memory system including a non-volatile memory, determining 
when the memory system has previously undergone a normal power down process, 
performing a first process on the non-volatile memory when it is determined that the memory 
system has not previously undergone a normal power down process to ready the non-volatile 
memory for use, and enabling the non-volatile memory to be used when it is determined that 
the memory system has previously undergone a normal power down process. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the 
issue fee.
